RESPECTING THE 


LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT 


A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging 
to the Library shall be kept by the Librarians 
in whom the custody and responsibility thereof 
shall be vested; and who shall be required: to 
report to the Houses through Mr. Speaker, at 
the opening of each Session, the actual state 
of the Library. 

No person shall be entitled to resort to the 
Library during the Session of Parliament 
except the Governor General, the members of 
the Privy Council, and of the Senate and 
House of Commons, and the Officers of both 
Houses, and such other persons as may receive 
a written order of admission from the Speaker 
of either House. Members may personally 
introduce strangers to the Library during the 
daytime, but not after the hour of seven 
o’clock, P.M. 

During a session of Parliament no books 
belonging to the Library shall be taken out of 
the Building, except by the authority of the 
Speaker or upon receipts given by a member 
of either House. 

During the recess of Parliament, the Library 
and Reading Room shall be open every day in 
each week, Sundays and holidays excepted, 
from the hour of ten in the morning until four 
in the afternoon; and access to the Library 
shall be permitted to persons introduced by a 
member of the Legislature, or admitted at the 
_ discretion of the Librarians; subject to such 
regulations as may be deemed necessary for 
the security and preservation of the collection: 
but no one shall be allowed to take any book 
out of the Library except members of the 
Legislature, and such others as may be 
authorized, by the Speaker of either House. 

During the recess of Parliament, no member 
of either House not residing at the seat of 
Government shall have liberty to borrow or 
have in his possession at any one time more 
than three works from the Library, or to retain 
the same for a longer period than one month. 

No other person who may be privileged by 
ecard, by the Speaker of either House, to bor- 
row books from the Library, shall be allowed 
to have in his possession more than two books 
at any one time, or to retain the same longer 
than three weeks and all such persons shall 
return the books so taken when required by 
the Librarians. 

No books of reference or books of special 
cost and value may be removed from the seat 
of Government under any circumstances. 

At the first meeting of the Joint Library 
Committee at every Session of Parliament, 
the Librarian shall report a list of the books 
absent at the commencement of the Session, 
specifying the names of any persons who have 
retained the same in contravention of the 
foregoing Rules.

In addition to the foregoing rules, the Joint 
Library Committee have agreed to the follow- 
ing New Rules, to which the attention of 
persons frequenting the Library, or making use 
of any books belonging thereto, is specially 
requested : 

1. It is strictly forbidden to make any mark 
by pencil or otherwise, in any books 
belonging to the Library, or to turn 
down leaves therein, or otherwise deface 
the same. 

2. No person (other than a member of 
Parliament) is permitted to have access 
to any of the Galleries surrounding the 
Library without the express permission 
of the Librarian or unless accompanied 
by an officer of the Library. 

3. No visitor shall be permitted to remain in 
the Library with his hat on; nor will 
smoking or spitting on the floor or 
carpet be permitted in any of the 
Library apartments. 

4. No audible conversation will be allowed 
in the reading room; nor shall any 
person be permitted to partake of 
refreshments therein; and no dogs shall 
be allowed in the Library.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN FOR 1941 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate, 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons. 


The General Librarian of Parliament has the honour to submit to 
Parliament the report on the Library for the year 1941. 


The Supplementary Catalogue of books donated and purchased during 
1941 will be issued shortly. 


It is gratifying again to report that the Library continues to receive 
official documents and books on order from Great Britain almost as regularly 
as in peace time, and that not one volume has been lost. There has, however, 
been a falling-off, particularly in Great Britain, in the publication of books of 
general interest such as biographical, travel, and scientific works; but much 
of the available literature, official and otherwise, relating to the war has been 
collected. 


Worse conditions prevail in regard to the publication of French books. 
None are now received direct from France. The only French books now 
obtainable are those secured through the United States, and of course those 
published in Canada. 


As the space allotted to the Library of Parliament last year in the new 
Records Building has been taken over for war work, the 80,000 volumes of 
Sessional Papers stored there have again had to be moved, and are now being 
placed in the new Supreme Court Building. 


Among the donations received special mention may be made of twenty 
volumes of the Survey of London, the gift of the London County Council. 
The Survey, which was begun by the London County Council in 1900, will 
probably be resumed after the war when further volumes will be sent to us. 
It is especially valuable as it describes the Memorials of Greater London, 
many of which have since been destroyed by enemy air attack. Also, a special 
offprint of the original text of Maria Chapdelaine, as published in feuilletons 
in Le Temps, Paris, 1914, prepared for the family of Louis Hémon, was 
presented to the hbrary by Mr. Louvigny de Montigny.

RAPPORT DU BIBLIOTHECAIRE POUR 1941 


A Vhonorable Président du Sénat,

Le Bibliothécaire général du Parlement a l’honneur de vous présenter le 
rapport de la bibliothéque pour l’année 1941. 


Le Supplément au Catalogue de la bibliothéque contenant la liste des livres 
achetés et recus en don, paraitra sous peu. 

Fait agréable encore 4 signaler, la bibliothéque continue 4 recevoir de 
Grande-Bretagne les documents officiels et les livres commandés, presque aussi 
réguliérement qu’en temps de paix, et sans aucune perte. On constate cependant 
un ralentissement dans la publication de littérature d’intérét général: biogra- 
phies, voyages, ouvrages scientifiques; mais on a recueilli tout ce qu’il était 
possible de se procurer d’écrits officiels et autres sur la guerre. 


Les conditions s’avérent encore plus difficiles quant a la publication des 
livres francais. Aucun volume ne nous arrive directement de France. On ne 
peut obtenir les livres francais que chez les éditeurs américains et surtout chez 
les éditeurs canadiens. 


Pour fins de guerre, les autorités se sont emparées du local mis, l’an dernier, 
& la disposition de la bibliothéque, dans le nouvel Edifice des Archives, et il a 
fallu transporter les 80,000 documents parlementaires qui s’y trouvaient dans le 
nouvel Edifice de la Cour Supréme. 


Entre autres dons recus au cours de l’année, mentionnons les vingt volumes 
de “Survey of London”, offerts par le Conseil de Comté de Londres. On 
reprendra probablement aprés la guerre la publication de cette ccuvre, commen- 
cée en 1900 par le Conseil de Comté de Londres, alors qu’on nous en continuera 
Venvoi. C’est un ouvrage précieux puisqu’il contient une description des monu- 
ments et sites historiques de Londres et ses Banlieues, détruits en grande partie 
lors des bombardements aériens. Grace 4 la générosité de M. Louvigny de 
Montigny, la bibliothéque posséde maintenant un tirage 4 part du texte original 
de “Maria Chapdelaine’’, destiné 4 la famille de Louis Hémon et publié en 
feuilleton dans “Le Temps” de Paris, en 1914.

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During a session of Parliament no books 
belonging to the Library shall be taken out of 
the Building, except by the authority of the 
Speaker or upon receipts given by a member 
of either House. 

During the recess of Parliament, the Library 
and Reading Room shall be open every day in 
each week, Sundays and holidays excepted, 
from ‘the hour of ten in the morning until four 
in the afternoon; and access to the Library 
shall be permitted to persons introduced by a 
member of the Legislature, or admitted at the 
discretion of the Librarians; subject to such 
regulations as may be deemed necessary for 
the security and preservation of the collection; 
but no one shall be allowed to take any book 
out of the Library except members of the 
Legislature, and such others as may be 
authorized by the Speaker of either House. 

During the recess of Parliament, no member 
of either House not residing at the seat of 
Government shall have liberty to borrow or 
have in his possession at any one time more 
than three works from the Library, or to retain 
the same for a longer period than one month. 

No other person who may be privileged by 
ecard, by the Speaker of either House, to bor- 
row books from the Library, shall be allowed 
to have in his possession more than two books 
at any one ‘time, or to retain the same longer 
than three weeks and all such persons shall 
return the books so taken when required by 
the Librarians.

4. No audible conversation will be allowed 
in the reading room; nor shall any 
person be permitted to partake of 
refreshments therein; and no dogs shall 
be allowed in the Library.

To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate. 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons. 


The General Librarian of Parliament has the honour to submit to Parliament 
his report on the Library for the year 1942. 


The Supplementary Catalogue of books donated and purchased GUE Git 1942 
is in course of printing and will be distributed at an early date. 


The General Librarian is grateful for many interesting donations and for the 
marked increase in the number of volumes received for copyright deposit. 


There has been some delay in receiving publications ordered from England 
and the United States, but the various departments of the library have been 
supplied, as far as possible, with the best books published during the year. 


The conditions in regard to the publication of French books are improving 
a little. While, of course, no books are received from France, more are now 
obtainable through the United States and Canada than formerly. 


Particular attention has been given to the purchase of books that relate 
to the various aspects of the war, and the purely historical or literary volumes 
that have been considered standard works have been procured in sufficient 
numbers to satisfy the requirements of members. 


The Library has subscribed to the Library of Congress Catalogue of Printed 
Books. This Catalogue is an author list of the books in the Library of Congress 
and will be issued in about 160 volumes. We have recently received volumes 35 of 
the British Museum General Catalogue of Printed Books. This brings the work 
up to the word “ Charles ”’. 


The Library has been very badly lighted for some months due to the 
difficulty in obtaining the special electric globes used here. 


The Librarian wishes to draw the attention of Senators and Members to the 
importance of returning the works borrowed from the Library, within a reason- 
able length of time, or when called upon to do so. Delay in this matter causes 
inconvenience to other Senators and Members who may require the missing 
volumes. 


The undersigned desires to express his appreciation of the courtesies which 
he received in the discharge of his duties from the late Honourable George 
Parent, K.C., Speaker of the Senate, who died suddenly on the 14th of December, 
1942.

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RULES OF BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT 


RESPECTING THE 


LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT 


A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging 
to the Library shall be kept by the Librarians 
in whom the custody and responsibility thereof 
shall be vested; and who shall be required to 
report to the Houses through Mr. Speaker, at 
the opening of each Session, the actual state 
of the Library. 

No person shall be entitled to resort to the 
Library during the Session of Parliament 
except the Governor General, the members of 
the Privy Council, and of the Senate and 
House of Commons, and the Officers of both 
Houses, and such other persons as may receive 
a written order of admission from the Speaker 
of either House. Members may personally 
introduce strangers to the Library during the 
daytime, but not after the hour of seven 
- o'clock p.m. 

During a session of Parliament no books 
belonging to the Library shall be taken out of 
the Building, except by the authority of the 
Speaker or upon receipts given by a member 
of either House. 

During the recess of Parliament, the Library 
and Reading Room shall be open every day in 
each week, Sundays and holidays excepted, 
from ‘the hour of ten in the morning until four 
in the afternoon; and access to the Library 
shall be permitted to persons introduced by a 
member of the Legislature, or admitted at the 
discretion of the Librarians; subject to such 
regulations as may be deemed necessary for 
the security and preservation of the collection; 
but no one shall be allowed to take any book 
out of the Library except members of the 
Legislature, and such others as may be 
authorized by the Speaker of either House. 

During the recess of Parliament, no member 
of either House not residing at the seat of 
Government shall have liberty to borrow or 
have in his possession at any one time more 
than three works from the Library, or to retain 
the same for a longer period than one month. 

No other person who may be privileged by 
card, by the Speaker of either House, to bor- 
row books from the Library, shall be allowed 
to have in his possession more than two books 
at any one time,-or to retain the same longer 
than three weeks and all such persons shall 
return the books so taken when required by 
the Librarians.

In addition to the foregoing rules, the Joint 
Library Committee have agreed to the follow- 
ing New Rules, to which the attention of 
persons frequenting the Library, or making use 
of any books belonging thereto, is specially 
requested : 

1. It is strictly forbidden to make any mark 
by pencil or otherwise, in any books 
belonging to the Library, or to turn 
down leaves therein, or otherwise deface 
the same. 

2. No person (other than a member of 
Parliament) is permitted to have access 
to any of the Galleries surrounding the 
Library without the express permission 
of the Librarian or unless accompanied 
by an officer of the Library. 

3. No visitor shall be permitted to remain in 
the Library with his hat on; nor will 
smoking or spitting on the floor or 
carpet be permitted in any of the 
Library apartments. 

4. No audible conversation will be allowed 
in the reading room; nor shall any 
person be permitted to partake of 
refreshments therein; and no dogs shall 
be allowed in the Library.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN FOR 1943 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate. 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons. 


The General Librarian of Parliament has the honour to submit to Parlia- 
ment his report on the Library for the year 1943. 

The Supplementary Catalogue of books donated and purchased during 1943 
is in course of printing and will be distributed at an early date. 

The General Librarian is grateful for many interesting donations received 
during the year. 

Our London agents have written to us that because of the acute paper 
shortage in England books are being published there only in very limited 
editions. As the British home market has priority, many of our orders have 
remained unfilled. All the usual British government publications, however, have 
been received. As to French books, conditions are even worse, none at all being 
received from France, only a few coming from the United States, and a few being 
published in Canada. There has, however, been a marked increase in the 
number of books by French-Canadian authors published in Canada. 

The number of books received under the terms of Section 11 of the Copy- 
right Amendment Act 1931 continues to grow year by year; 139 books were 
received in 1932, while the number registered during 1943 was 475. 

We have now received the Library of Congress Catalogue of Printed Books 
as far as Volume 60 (Groni), and the British Museum General Catalogue of 
Printed Books as far as Volume 36 (Chic). 

Owing to the decrease of the vote available for the purchase of books, and 
the addition of war taxes, the strictest economy has had to be used, especially 
in the purchase of lighter literature. Important books relating to various aspects 
of the war and to the special needs of Parliament have, however, been added 
to the library. 

Although an improvement was made in the general lighting of the library 
when the old reflectors were removed from the dome and replaced by special 
lamps, the Public Works Department state that it will not be possible to do 
anything about the lighting of the alcoves while war restrictions prevail. 

The congested state of the library has been referred to year after year 
since 1900. All space available inside and outside has been used, and there are 
no means at present of securing additional space in the library nor in any other 
building under the jurisdiction of the Public Works Department, according to a 
report of the Chief Architect. The architectural construction of the building 
Bee it impossible to alter the plan of the chamber, or to enlarge the building 
itself. 

These matters were fully dealt with in a report submitted by the General 
Librarian to the Joint Committee on the Library of Parliament which sat 
July 22 19438, at which sitting the Committee adopted the following resolution: 


“That this Committee is of the opinion that as soon as circumstances 
permit the government should consider the desirability of creating a National 
Library, and the maintenance of the existing library as a Parliamentary 
Library for the use of Honourable Senators and Members of Parliament.” 


This was incorporated in the Joint Committee’s report to Parliament which was 
tabled in both Houses, July 24, 1948.

Le Bibliothécaire général du Parlement a l’honneur de présenter au Parle- 
ment le rapport de la bibliothéque pour l’année 1943. 

Le Supplément au Catalogue de la bibliothéque contenant la liste des livres 
eae et recus en don, est actuellement sous presse, et la distribution s’en fera 

ientdt. 

Le Bibliothécaire général souligne avec reconnaissance les dons nombreux 
et intéressants des douze derniers mois. 

D’aprés la correspondance échangée avec nos agents londonniens, la crise 
du papier qui sévit en Angleterre oblige les éditeurs anglais a limiter le nombre 
de leurs publications. Comme les droits de priorité favorisent d’abord le marché 
anglais, il s’ensuit que nombre de nos commandes sont restées en souffrance. Tout 
de méme on a continué de nous expédier, comme d’habitude, les publications du 
gouvernement britannique. Quant aux livres frangais, la situation s’avére encore 
plus défavorable: la France ne nous en fournit aucun, les Etats-Unis nous en 
expédient quelques-uns, et un petit nombre sont imprimés au Canada. Fait a 
noter, la production de nos écrivains canadiens-francais accuse une forte aug- 
mentation au Canada. 

D’année en année s’accroit le nombre des ouvrages déposés en vertu de 
article 11 de la Loi modificative du droit d’auteur, 1931: de 139 qu’il était en 
1932, le nombre est passé & 475, en 1943. 

La Bibliothéque du Congrés nous a fait parvenir jusqu’ici 60 volumes 
(Grono) de son Catalogue d’imprimés, et le British Museum, 36 volumes (Chic) 
de son Catalogue général d’imprimés. 

Les réductions budgétaires et les augmentations fiscales ont nécessité la 
plus stricte économie, surtout dans l’achat d’ouvrages littéraires de moindre 
importance. Néanmoins, la bibliothéque s’est enrichie de nombre de volumes 
ayant trait & la guerre, ou reconnus de premiére valeur pour les besoins du 
Parlement. 

L’installation d’ampoules spéciales en remplacement des anciens réflecteurs 
au-dessous du ddme a certes amélioré le systéme d’éclairage; restent encore 
les aledves ot, selon le rapport du ministére des Travaux publics, les améliora- 
tions nécessaires ne pourront s’effectuer tant que prévaudront les restrictions - 
occasionnées par la guerre. 

Depuis 1900, les bibliothécaires ont signalé, chaque année, l'état d’encom- 
brement de la Bibliothéque. Tout l’espace disponible 4 l’intérieur et a |’extérieur 
de celle-ci a été utilisé, et il n’existe actuellement aucun moyen de se procurer 
de lespace supplémentaire dans la Bibliothéque, ni dans aucun autre établisse- 
ment placé sous la jurisdiction du ministére des Travaux publics, ainsi qu’en 
fait foi le rapport de l’architecte en chef. La structure de la Bibliothéque rend 
impossible toute modification au plan de la piéce ou tout agrandissement de 
Védifice méme. ; 

Le Bibliothécaire général a analysé la question dans un rapport présenté 
au Comité mixte de la Bibliothéque du Parlement, lors de sa réunion tenue 
le 22 juillet 1943, et au cours de laquelle le Comité adopta la résolution suivante: 

“Ce Comité estime que, dés que les circonstances le permettront, le 

Gouvernement devrait étudier ]’avantage qu’il y aurait de construire une 

bibliothéque nationale, et de maintenir l’institution existante 4 titre de
